Many ot them have large purchases 
on hand on the English markets, and 
they can save money by advancing 
prioee for their present purehaia for 
the iulluence it will have on the Eng- 
lish markets. Of course if tobacco 
were to aril low bare thit taaton the 
Europaaa buyart would hold prices 
down in London, Liverpool and other 
foreign markets, AlKady prices have 
made big advances in Europe, and 
I his talk of some dealers closing out 
their stocks on the foreign markets 
and reinvesting in the prasent crop at 
figures as high or higher than they re 
c -ived for their old crops won't do.

Tha 
new town was called "Elizabeth," but 
in April, 1604, tbe name wu changed 
to HopkintvUla, In honor of Oaneral 
Samuel Hopkins, a Revolutionary ofB 
car who was born in Virginia and 
movad to Kaateeky ta 1797, aad set- 
tled on (ireen River. He served sev 
aral terms in the Legislature and one 
term in Congress in 1813. Bartholo 
mew Wood, who donated the site of 
the embryo city, wat the anoettor ol 
one of HopklnafiUa'a batt faaritttt.-
